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U. In the afternoon a windup discussion took place in the office 
of the Deputy Director (Administration). Among the interesting expres- 
sions of opinion made by Colonel Miller were the following? 

a. That, next to the Department of Defense, CIA was the 
Nation’s most important contributor to the national defense. 

(In view of his often expressed distaste for our cold war 
activities and scepticism concerning our FI activities, he 
apparently refers to our general intelligence activities only.) 


b. That the position of the DCI ought to be greatly ele- 
vated in national stature, in order to assure greater and con- 
tinuing acceptance from other departments of Government, regardless 
of personalities and personal relationships.
